The colliding trains 
were 
the 
first section of No. 136, eastbound, 
in charge of Conductor J. T . M c­ 
Cullough, with 
Engineer 
Hogan 
and Fireman Smith on engine 1219, 
and first 
section 
No. 131, 
west­ 
bound, J. W . Divers, 
conductor, 
with Engineer Nihil at 
the throt­ 
tle of engine No. 1202. 
The blame 
for 
the 
collision is 
laid by the company officials at the 
door of the westbound crew, whose 
orders 
were 
to 
pass No. 126 at 
Etlah, 71 miles west of St. Louis. 
The order was evidently misun­ 
derstood, for the train pulled cut, 
and 
m idw ay between Etlah 
and 
Berger it collided with No. 131. 
The latter engine crew escaped 
by jumping, but Engineer Ilogan 
was Caught beneath the wreck and 
crushed to death, his body not be­ 
ing recovered until 7 o’clock this 
morning. 
The injuries of his fire­ 
man, Smith, are said to be serious, 
hut a fatal termination is not an­ 
ticipated. 
No. 126 was a stock train, and 
eight cars of cattle were derailed, 
while four cars of No. 131, made 
up largely of merchandise, 
w^re 
also smashed up, the entire twelve 
being piled 
into 
a 
promiscuous 
heap, after which the wreck took 
fire. 
The debris was 
consumed, 
and many of the cattle were cre­ 
mated. 
The fast mail train. N o. 7, due 
here at 7:50 a. m., was sent out 
over the Wabash to Moberly, and 
thence to Sedalia over the M ., K . 
Sc T ., reaching here at 12 :45 p. m. 
A t the Missouri Pacific offices here 
it was stated that the wreck would 
be cleared by 2 130 p. m., at which 
time trains would 
be running as 
usual. 
T h e 
wreck 
caused 
telegraph 
communication to be seriously in­ 
terfered with for a time, but all 
was righted before noon. 
T h e 
dead 
engineer, 
James 
Hogan, lived in St. Louis, where 
he leaves a w idow and two chil­ 
dren. 
He was about 36 or 38 years 
of a age, and for a lengthy period 
ran a switch engine in St. Louis, 
being promoted to a run on the 
road something over a year ago.

*'Niow that rains have fallen in 
many parts of the state,” said Dr. 
J. C . W hitten, of the state horti­ 
cultural experiment station at C o ­ 
lumbia, 
Monday, “ much may be 
done in the w ay of vegetable gar­ 
dening. 
Since most of the 
early 
planted gardens have been ruined 
by the drouth, 
vegetables 
of 
all 
kinds will be 
scarce 
and 
high- 
priced. 
For this 
reason autumn 
vegetables that would ordinarily be 
hardly worth 
planting 
will 
this 
year be very welcome. 
“ W here young tomato plants of 
g r 
I size can now be had for set- 
t? 
there is yet time for them to 
p ^ i u c e a 
fair crop before cold 
weather secs in. 
If young seed­ 
ling plants are not available, cu t­ 
tings may be taken from spring set 
plants that have not died. Branches 
six inches long should be taken 
from the 
greenest 
and 
freshest 
parts of the old plants. 
The lower 
leaves of tliese cuttings should be 
removed and the cuttings set half 
their depth in a frame of moist 
sand on the shady side of a build­ 
ing. 
Set 
them firmly and 
in a 
short time they will have made an 
abundant root growth. .When they 
are well rooted they will be ready 
to set out in the garden. 
Cuttings 
rooted in this w ay w ill not pro­ 
duce for 60 long a period as will

The soil is now so warm that they 
will grow much more rapidly than 
they would if they were planted 
in the spring,

may be expected from them, 
“ This is just the usual time for 
setting winter cabbages. 
If young 
plants can b? scoured they should 
be set in the garden before the soil 
becomes dry, when plants cannot 
be had there is yet time to start 
the seeds and still give fair results 
providing we get a few more show­ 
ers before cool weather begins.
